Seventy-Three  Try 
Proficiency  Test 

Seventy-three  students  took  the 
English  proficiency  test  last  semes¬ 
ter,  with  sixty-one  passing  and 
twelve  falling. 

Each  student  is  required  to  pass 
tlie  English  proficiency  test  before 
he  graduates.  The  test  la  given 
once  a  semester  and  requires  stu¬ 
dents  to  write  what  they  recall 
about  a  film  which  lias  been  shown. 
The  test  is  designed  to  evaluate 
the  students'  usage  of  grammatical 
construction  and  expression  of 
ideas. 

Each  student  la  required  to  take 
tin  test  after  ho  has  acquired  45 
hours  of  credit.
